With 
that old saying as a precedent, it ought to be okeh for 
the column to state that the shadow cast by the New 
York show, set for Nov. 2, reaches Detroit. Mebbe you 
think the factories do not realize how close that date 
actually is. However, it is safe to say there is no sleeping 
at the switch. Engineers long ago completed their jobs 
of planning the new models and now the factories are 
making engineering dreams into realities. Assembly lines 
are in operation and by show time I prophesy that 
dealers will be well stocked and ready for business. This 
will be in marked contrast to other years, when the show 
has been in January. Then not many factories were in 
shape to stock the dealers, let alone give them cars to 
sell. Perhaps this is*one advantage we are going to get 
out of a November show.

WITHOUT MENTIONING any names, I’ll admit there 
will be one announcement made before the end of the 
month. As for the others, it is hard to say exactly when 
they will debut, but I’d venture to predict that we will 
see quite a few sprung before the show proper, possibly 
in the latter part of October. And even those who wait 
until Nov. 2 before saying “I’m ready” will have their new 
models fairly well distributed by that time.

ALL THIS STUFF you have been reading in the first 
half of the column may lead you to believe that the dealer 
body, like Old Mother Hubbard, has gone to the cupboard 
and found the cupboard is bare as to ’35. Such is not the 
case altogether. The industry never has been in better 
shape to face a new campaign, but there’s still a consid- 
erable volume of '35 business to be done. Those who 
haven’t cleaned up are losing no time in moving this 
year’s models and with considerable success. Chevrolet 
is a shining example of the possibility of getting a huge 
volume of retail business at the fag-end of the year. 
Selling 100,000 units in August is no mean accomplishment 
and Holler ought to be proud of it.

AUGUST ALSO demonstrates that the truck end of 
the business really is not seasonal, that seemingly there 
are no peaks and valleys to worry over. Chevrolet sold 
24,979 last month which was tops for Chevrolet in the 
commercial vehicle field, while Joe Burke, director of 
truck sales for Dodge, writes me Dodge too has set an 
all-time high in his field—more than 11,000 orders for 
August. That only counts the United States. Export 
comes along with 9,133 shipments. Add the two together 
and you can appreciate why this jovial gentleman with 
the graying hair really is a jovial gentleman. And he 
opines that his line is a barometer as to general business 
conditions. 

“When commercial car and truck sales are good, busi- 
ness is good, because commercial vehicles after all they 
are only purchased these days when they are absolutely 
required to carry on business or commerce,” he writes. 
“Judging by the volume we are doing, general business 
cannot help but be good.”

August Production Put at 238,000; Sales for Month Seen at 
265,000; Dealers Stocks Below 200,000; Foreign Sales Aid in 
Absorbing Output; General Motors Sales Highest Since 1929 


Estimates on August production by mem- 


August bers of the Automobile Manufacturers 
Output Assn., which were released by that body 
238,000 yesterday place the total at 178,166 units. 


iThis figure coupled with an estimated 
total of between 50,000 and 60,000 units produced by the 
Ford Motor Co., would bring the industry’s total for the 
month to 238,166 units. This total is considerably higher 
than the estimate of 200,000 units made earlier in the

August sales moved into unexpectedly high levels. An- 
other factor was that a few makers who had already 
called it a day in so far as 1935 production was concerned 
began pressing the output of 1936 models in order to 
stock their dealers for early fall announcements.

August ust than had been anticipated, sales for the 
Sales month will exceed production according 
265,000 to estimates issued by R. L. Polk & Co., 


based on the reports from 112 cities 
throughout the United States for the first 25 days of the 
month. On these reports Polk places the total sales of 
new passenger cars during August at 215,000 while com- 
mercial car and truck sales are estimated at 50,000 or 
very close to the 51,243 units registered during July. 
Sales of new passenger cars in August, if the Polk 
estimate proves correct, will have declined about 25 
per cent from July. In a number of states where the 
six months registration period becomes effective July 1, 
the month borrows considerably from the June registra- 
tions. It must also be taken into consideration that the 
July total of 285,195 new passenger cars was the highest 


for the month in any year since 1929. August new 
passenger car registrations last year totaled 193,198. And 
commercial car and truck sales in the same period were 
40,790. . * *

‘already have dropped below the 200,000 
level. Should the August estimate of production by AMA 
prove fairly correct as it usually does the 238,166 units 
output for the month added to the seven months total 
brings the year to date to 2,837,359 units. Of this total 
2,178,894 passenger cars and 390,919 trucks went into the 
domestic market an aggregate of 2,569,813 units. In the 
same time 1,962,135 passenger cars and 355,306 trucks 
and commercial cars were registered in the United States 
making an aggregate of 2,317,441. This leaves a margin 
of 252,372 cars and trucks of which perhaps 60,000 were 
sold to government agencies and do not appear in the 
registrations. On this basis the stock at the end of 
August would have been some where in the neighborhood 
of 192,372 units. This is well below a 30 days supply at 
the current sales rate.

GM Sales the United States during August were the 
Climb in highest for the month that General Motors 
August has enjoyed since 1929. The total reached 


127,346 as compared with 108,645 in July 
and 86,258 in August a year ago. Stocks in dealers hands 
showed a still further shrinkage with shipments to 
dealers in the United States totalling only 103,098 units 
as against the 127,346 retail deliveries. The sales to 
dealers in August this year compared with 139,021 in July 
and 87,429 in August 1934. Total sales by the corporation 
to dealers in the United States and Canada plus over- 
seas shipments in August 124,680 units as against 167,790 
units in July and 109,278 in August a year ago. Total 
retail deliveries in the first eight months of this year 
were 884,826 as compared with 682,473 in the same period 
1934. Sales to dealers in the United States in the first 
eight totaled 952,343 against 787,850 in the same period a 
year ago. And total sales to dealers in the United States 
and Canada plus overseas shipments for the period were 
1,181,030 this year against 993,878 in 1934.
